The death of ten prisoners from experiments conducted upon them 


with cholera virus at the government prison of Bilibid in the Philip- 
pines startled the country some weeks ago. No adequate explanation 
has been made and the dispatches have evidently been censored. Yes- 
terday in Washington, Secretary of War Taft published Governor- 
General Smith's report, in which it is stated that none of the prison- 
ers was vaccinated against his will "so far as Dr. Strong knows." The 
men died nearly a month ago, but the investigation has not terminated 
yet.

During the process of roasting and 
chloridising the ores, the products of 
combustion and also what

•whose only means of escape for the 
fumes are a series of openings, upon
